Mennie), Donald E. Raterman, Bradford T. Graves, Lars R. Stromme, and Aaron M. Bauch, 
should also be added as joint inventors to the above-referenced patent. Accordingly, it is 
requested that Donald E. Raterman, Bradford T. Graves, Lars R. Stromme and Aaron M. 
Bauch be added as inventors of the above-referenced patent. 

(2) Donald E. Raterman, Bradford T. Graves, Lars R. Stromme, and Aaron M. 
Bauch should be added as inventors of U.S. Patent No. 5,966,456 ("the '456 patent") because 
of the disclosure in Application No. 07/885,648 that issued as U.S. Patent No. 5,295,196 
("the '196 patent") supports one or more of the claims of the c 456 patent. Donald E. 
Raterman, Bradford T. Graves, Lars R. Stromme and Aaron M. Bauch are the inventors of the 
'196 patent. The '196 patent discloses a currency denominating device (a device that 
determines the denomination of individual bills) that divert bills to a second output receptacle 
and a method of using the same. See, e.g., Exhibit A at col. 18, lines 29-36 of the '196 patent 
("Another advantage accruing from the reduction in processing time realized by the present 
sensing and correlation scheme is that the response time involved in either stopping the 
transport of a bill that has been identified as "spurious", i.e., not corresponding to any of the 
stored master characteristic patterns, or diverting such a bill to a separate stacker bin, is 
correspondingly shortened."). 

(3) Statements from Evelyn Raterman (widow of the late Donald E. Raterman), 
Bradford T. Graves, Jeffrey Knoll (on behalf of unavailable inventor, Lars R. Stromme) and 
Aaron M. Bauch indicating that the error in inventorship occurred without deceptive intention 
on his part accompanies this petition. 

(4) A Statement from the current named inventors, William J. Jones and Douglas 
U. Mennie, indicating that they agree to the change of inventorship accompanies this petition. 
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(5) A statement in compliance with 37 C.F.R. § 1.324(B)(3) and § 3.73(b) from 
the assignee, Cummins-Allison Corp., indicating its agreement to the change of inventorship 
in the above-identified patent accompanies this petition.
